SUBJECT: Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) Project Prioritization for

Fiscal Year 2006-07

RECOMMENDATION:

It 1s recommended that the City Council approve the proposed projects and fund allocation for the FY
2006-07 CDBG allocations as follows:

San Bernardino County Library $ 5,000
Inland Temporary Home, Inc. 10,850
Gang Reduction Intervention Team 2,500
Family Services Association of Redlands, Inc. 2,500
Public Service Activities Total $20,850 ( 15%)
Lind Street Improvement $118,150 ( 85%)
FY 2006-07 Allocation Total $139,000 (100%)
BACKGROUND:

The County of San Bernardino, which administers the CDBG Program funds at the local level, asked that
all citizens prioritize eligible projects for FY 2005-06. The County submitted a list of public service
projects (see attached), which identified benefits to the City. Last year, City Council allocated the
following:

Public Service Activities $23,550

1. San Bernardino County Library $ 5,000
2. Gang Reduction Intervention Team (GRIT) 2,275
3. Inland Temporary Homes, Inc. 14,000
4. Family Service Association of Redlands, Inc. 2,275

Total $23,550

The remaining $99,000 was allocated for street improvements on Ohio Street, and $34.450 for street
mmprovements on Lind Street.
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In past years, grant awards have ranged from $2,275 to $14,000. The U.S. Department of Housing and
Urban Development (HUD) notified the County indicating that the costs associated with Subrecipient
oversight of small grants far exceeds the actual grant award. HUD recommended that the County increase
the minimum grant awards in order to justify the administrative burden. Consequently, the County of San
Bernardino’s Department of Economic and Community Development (ECD) now strongly encourages
CDBG awards of $5,000 or more per city or unincorporated community to be served and will use this new
grant minimum in making its recommendation to the Board of Supervisors for approved projects.

Further, to address HUD requirements, public service projects must be adequately funded to provide a
new service or a quantifiable increase in the present level of service. Occasionally, problems arise when
project applicants request funding support from multiple cities, but receive funding from only one or two
cities to minimize instances of inadequate funding.

Further, ECD asked that the City avoid allocating CDBG funds to administrative activities, including
planning and study proposals, since HUD regulations limit the amount of funds that may be used in this

category. Also, the County’s costs for carrying out the CDBG program is subject to the administrative
activities limit. It is anticipated that ECD will need to use all the funds available under this limit.

ANALYSIS:

Public Service Projects

Nineteen project proposals were screened by the County of San Bernardino Department of Economic and
Community Development (ECD) and forwarded to the City for consideration. Please refer to the attached
sheet for a list of projects requesting funds from Loma Linda. For FY 2006-07, a maximum of the total
available funding may be allocated to public service projects.

Lind Street Improvement

The improvement at Lind Street will include storm drain installations, pavement rehabilitation, and curb,
gutter and sidewalk installations between Court St. and San Timoteo Channel along the both sides of the

street.
